As regularity in the ſyſtem of military manceuvre 
alone, is the main ſpring of the action of troops in the 


field, and as many of the officers, and moſt of the gen- 


 tlemen compoſing the troops of Yeomen Cavalry have 
never had an opportunity, (or before the preſent critical 


moment had an idea) of making any obſervations on mi- 


military movements, the training to arms is found very | 
difficult, as muſt ever be the caſe when ſoldiers are dril- 
led by officers equally uninformed and inexperienced as 
themſelves, and which object as yet has been chiefly aſ-. 
filled by a non-commiſſioned officer borrowed from ſome 
regiment of cavalry, and ſeveral troops by ſerjeants who 
have been many years invalided ; the former of theſe aſ- 
ſiſtants not unfrequently make alterations in the regular 
ſyſtem of the regiments to which they reſpectively be- 
long; the latter introduce a manner of diſcipline many 
years fince obſolete, and which mult appear to a military 
eye of the preſent day very curious and odd; beſides, 
many of theſe drill maſters are from the heavy cavalry, 
and the idea of this inſtitution being that of a light dra- 
goon, it would appear very ridiculous to ſee different 
methods performing in the ſame body, ſhould they ever 
be called out to act together; and as all the troops in a 
county compoſe but one corps, ſuch difference in their 
diſcipline might produce the greateſt conſuſion, and by

As the dreſs of the Vol er Cavalry ! is 1 : 


ready fixed, the only alteration, or rather addi- 


tion, which may be made, is a curb chain, co- 

vered with black leather fixed to the bit head= 
| fall, to prevent a ſword cutting the top of the 
bridle in two, and by that means depriving the 
rider of the power of managing his horſe, and 
5 rendering him, as an equeſtrian, totally uſeleſs, i 
as the bit would immediately fall from the horſe's 
mouth. An entire head-ſtall and rein may in- 
deed be made for the bridoon, of a light jack 
chain covered with leather, and is not ſo heavy 
as the imagination may repreſent it. 
Moſt of the gentlemen who compoſe the Vo- 
lunteer Corps, being generally in the purſuit of 
their profeſſions, it may not be amiſs for them to 
have a pair of overalls, made of ſtrong thick 


E woollen cloth, the inſide of the thighs and legs 


covered with black leather, to prevent them from 
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too Won wearing out, and em the Ae of 


” the ſtirrup 1 leather ; they ſhould be buttoned down 

the outſide of the thighs,. and have ſtraps under 

the feet, to prevent them from riding up. Theſe 

| overalls are extremely convenient in cold or bad 
weather, and particularly ſo for the Gentlemen 

and Yeomanry who may be called out at a ſhort 


notice, as any kind of boots or breeches may be 


worn under them. They can be made of the 
beſt materials at 108. 6d. per pair. Thoſe troops 

who wiſh to adopt them, will find it anſwer to 
have all the cloth from the ſame place, as that 


will be the means of having the colour uniform. 


| The clubbing of the hair, for volunteers al- 
ways upon the alert, may be found rather tedious, 


and can hardly ever be uniform, as they are not 
ſuppoſed. to be in the habit of dreſſing their hair 
in a military manner, and many have their hair 


ſhort, lo that one man with a club hanging down 
his back, and another with a round pa in his 
neck, muſt appear to great diſadvantage, as it 


would entirely take away from the uniformity of 


the upper part of the body; but if the hair was 
Plaited cloſe behind, and turned up under the hat 
with a comb, it would bring the appearance of 


the ſhoulders to be much x more regular,

and ſufficient merely to ſupply the wants of ab- 
= folute neceſſity ; belides the cloaths he turns out 
in, two ſhirts, a pair of ſtrong worſted ſtock- 
= ings, with a pair of flannel drawers, a flannel 
| waiſtcoat with ſleeves, a ſtrong pair of ſhoes, a 
curry comb and bruſh, mane comb, ſpunge and 
| Picker, will be enough for the convenience of any 
man: They ſhould be neatly and carefully 
Bp packed up in a ſmall oblong leather bag, and 
firmly fixed by three ſtraps upon the pad, with 
| the horſe cloth and a thick blanket folded up to 
the fame ſize, ſtrapped above it; the ſurcingle 
will anſwer as a roller for the horſe cloth. The 
cloak mould be rolled long, and fixed to the pum- 
mel of the ſaddle, it will there ride eaſy for the 
horſe, and be a moſt excellent ſafeguard for the 
thighs, againſt a carbine or piſtol ſhot. Worſted 
gloves and pluſh breeches are recommended, as 
in all weathers they are comfortable and fit for 
uſe. Beſides the above, the fewer things a ſol- 
dier takes, the better, as he will have enough to 
employ his attention without ideal luxuries. 
Black belts might be found more convenient 
than white ones, as the latter for gentlemen not 
accuſtomed to the manner of cleaning military

accuſtom him to the ſight of it; then a flaſh in 


the pan, afterwards ſome looſe powder i init, and 


ſo on by degrees till it may be fired with its 
proper charge. If the horſe ſhould ever be ſinged 


or burnt, he will never afterwards ſtand fire, and 
by 
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5 the whole ſquadron. | 


- "THE practice of firing piſtols may be done at 
DOUBLE OPEN FILES, (viz. the diſtance of one 


| horſe's length from boot top to boot top; open 


files being equal to the breadth of one horſe and 
his rider, from boot top to boot top) as that 


at firſt will not fo much alarm the horſes ; the 


rear rank may turn to the right about and fire to 
the rear, which will be a means of preventing 


any confuſion or accidents. 


A military horſe ſhould als. be trained 0 E— 
leap hedges, ditches and rails, likewiſe to paſs 1 
and leap over dead horſes, &c. &c. that he may ' 
be accuſtomed to whatever object might oO 


itſelf. 


No grey horſe or 0 ought ever to be 
rode in the ranks; the former by its conſpi- 
cuous colour being liable to draw, and be picked 

out by the enemy's fire; the latter muſt ever 
be troubleſome, unſteady and dangerous, where 
mares ſo frequently are near them, (mares being 


allowed in theſe troops) alſo in any ambuſcade or 


| concealed march, the neighing of a ſtone-horſe 


would diſcover and expoſe the whole.
